CANDIDATES  FOR  THE  DENTAL  DIPLOMA. 


CHAPTER  I. 

PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION  AND  REGISTRATION. 

1.  Every  Candidate  must  produce  evidence  that  at  the  com- 
mencement of  his  studentship  he  was  registered  as  a Dental 
Student  in  the  books  of  the  General  Medical  Council. ^ To 
obtain  registration  as  a Student,  the  Candidate  must  pass  one  of 
the  Preliminary  Examinations  recognised  by  the  General  Medical 
Council.'^ 

The  subjects  of  the  Preliminary  Examination  are  : 

(1)  English  Language  (Grammar,  paraphrasing;  Composi- 
tion ; questions  on  English  History  and  Geography). 

(2)  Latin  (Grammar;  Translation  into  English  from  unpre- 
scribed Latin  books ; Translation  into  Latin  of  a con- 
tinuous English  passage,  and  of  short  idiomatic  English 
sentences).

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(3)  Mathematics,  (a)  Arithmetic;  (b)  Algebra,  including 

easy  Quadratic  Equations ; (c)  Geometry,  including  the 
subject-matter  of  Euclid,  Books  L,  II.,  and  III.,  and 
simple  deductions. 

(4)  One  of  the  following  subjects— (a)  Greek  (Grammar ; 

Translation  into  English  from  unprescribed  Greek  books; 
Translation  into  Greek  of  short  idiomatic  English  sen- 
tences) ; (h)  French ; (c)  German ; (d)  Italian  ; (e)  any 
other  Modern  Language  (Grammar ; Translation  into 
English  from  unprescribed  books  ; Translation  of  a con- 
tinuous English  passage,  and  of  short  idiomatic  English 
sentences). 

The  Educational  Institute  of  Scotland  conducts  a qualifying 
Preliminary  Examination  in  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh  on  behalf  of 
the  Faculty.

1.  Every  Candidate  for  the  Licence  in  Dental  Surgery  must 
produce  Certificates  showing :

(6)  That  he  has,  before  or  after  registration  as  a Dental 
Student,  received  for  not  less  than  two  years  practical 
instruction  in  Mechanical  Dentistry  in  the  workroom  of 
a registered  Dentist,  or  in  the  Mechanical  Department 
of  a recognised  Dental  School  and  Hospital,  under  the 
superintendence  of  a qualified  Dentist. 

***  Xo  portion  of  this  instruction  in  Mechanical  Dentistry  which 
is  anterior  to  the  date  of  registration  shall  he  reckoned  as  a portion 
of  the  four  years  of  Professional  Study  required. 

CHAPTER  III. 

PROFESSIONAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

1.  There  shall  be  two  Professional  Examinations,  herein 
named  the  First  and  the  Final  Dental  Examinations. 

2.  The  subjects  of  the  First  Dental  Examination  shall  be 
(Division  A)  Chemistry  and  Physics,^  (Division  B),  Dental 
Metallurgy  and  Dental  Mechanics  (Praclical),^  (Division  C) 
Human  Anatom}'  and  Physiology ; the  range  or  extent  of 
examination  in  most  of  these  su))jects  being  indicated  by  the 
Synopses  in  the  Ajipendix  (page  11).  Candidates  are  admissible 
to  this  Examination,  or  the  Divisions  thereof,  on  completing  the 
courses  of  study  on  these  subjects;  and  they  may  enter  for  and 

^ Candidates  exempted  from  attendance  on  a course  of  Physics  (see  lirst 
footnote,  page  a)  are  exempted  from  examination  on  the  subject. 

^Candidates  may  pass  in  Dental  Metallurgy  <and  Dental  Mechanics 
immediately  preceding  the  Final  Dental  Examination ; but  all  three 
Divisions  of  the  First  Examination  must  be  passed  to  (pialify  for  the 
Final  Dental  Examination.

pass  in  the  subjects  of  the  Divisions  separately,  or  they  may 
enter  for  and  pass  in  the  three  Divisions  together.  When  the 
Divisions  are  taken  separately  Division  A must  be  passed  before 
either  of  the  other  Divisions  is  entered  for. 

***  For  the  practical  work  in  Mechanical  Dentistry  the 
Faculty  loill  provide  inferior  metals  for  dentures  and  crowns^ 
and  those  preferring  to  work  in  gold  must  provide  that  metal 
themselves,  or  obtain  it  by  purchase  from  the  Officer  of  the  Faculty. 
Candidates  mil  bring  with  them  all  the  portable  instniments  or 
implements  which  they  consider  necessary. 

3.  The  subjects  of  the  Final  Dental  Examination  shall  be  : 

{a)  Principles  of  Surgery,  and  Medicine  with  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics  mainly  in  their  applica- 
tion to  Dental  Surgery  (see  Synopses,  page  11); 

{b)  Dental  Anatomy  and  Physiology;  Dental  Pathology 
and  Surgery ; 

(c)  Dental  Surgery  (Practical)  in  Dental  Hospital. 

*i(*  For  the  practical  Examination  on  Patients  at  the  Dented 
Hospital,  Candidates  will  bring  with  them  the  instruments  and 
materials  they  consider  necessary.  Failure  to  pass  this  latter  Ex- 
amination shall  preclude  from  further  Examination  in  Dental 
Surgery. 

i Candidates  are  required  to  enter  not  later  than  one  week 
before  the  date  of  the  beginning  of  the  First  Examination,  and  for 
this  purpose  they  shall  submit  to  the  Secretary  a schedule  of  the 
courses  ot  study  attended,  which  must  either  be  certified  by  the 
signature  of  the  Dean  or  other  official  of  the  school,  or  verified 
by  the  jjroduction  of  separate  certificates.  The  fee  is  payable 
at  the  same  time.

6.  In  the  case  of  Candidates  referred  to  their  studies,  the 
fees  which,  on  their  application,  will  be  letuined,  oi  fading  such 
application  will  be  credited  to  them  at  their  next  entry  for 
Examination,  shall  be  as  follows  :

7.  Candidates  already  qualified  under  the  Medical  Acts  shall 
only  be  required  to  produce  evidence  of  attendance  on  the 
subjects  special  to  Dentistiy,  and  shall  be  examined  in  these 
subjects  onl_y. 

8.  The  Examiners  have  the  ])ower  to  refer  a Camlidate  to 
his  studies  for  such  period,  not  less  than  three  months,  as  they 
may  deem  fit. 

9.  A Candidate  is  disqualified  for  admission  to  examination 
if  he  has  been  referred  on  any  of  the  subjects  of  it  by  another 
Examining  Board  within  a period  of  six  months. 

10.  A Canditlate  who  passes  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  First 
Examination  with  sufficiently  high  marks  may  be  reported  by 
the  Examiners  as  having  passed  “with  distinction”;  and, 
similarly,  at  the  Final  Examination  he  may  pass  “ with  honours.” 

11.  Exem})tion  from  re-examination  on  an}"  of  the  subjects  uf 
the  First  Dental  Examination  mav  be  uranted  to  a Candidate

msiness,  nor  will  I allow  my  name  to  be  connected  with  anv  one  who  does 
so  : and  that  I will  loyally  obey  all  bye-laws  of  the  Faculty,  made  or  to  be 
made,  for  the  regulation  of  Licentiates  in  Dental  Surcrerv  " 


^ Any  Licentiate  who  may  be  provetl  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Council  to  have  violated  the  obligation  in  the  foregoing  Declaration 
shall,  if  the  Faculty  so  decide,  render  himself  lialile  to  the  for 

teiture  of  his  diploma,  and  to  his  name  lieing  erased  from  the  list 
of  Dental  Licentiates. 


3.  The  Candidate,  on  admission,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
designation  of  Licentiate  in  Dental  Surgery  of  the  Faculty  of 
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Physicians  and  Snrgeons  of  Glasgow^(L.D.S.,  Glasg.),  and  shall 
receive  the  Dental  Diploma  of  the  Faculty. 

4.  Licentiates  in  Dental  Surgery  of  the  Faculty  shall  be  entitled 
to  consult  books  in  the  Lilmary.  They  shall  also  have  the  same 
ri.dit  of  admission  as  Licentiates  in  Surgery  to  Lectures  which 
may  be  delivered  in  connection  with  any  of  the  Faculty  Lecture-

6.  Medtciee  and  Materia  Medica.— A general  knowledge  and  treat- 
ment of  cancer,  asthma,  glossitis,  syphilis,  neuralgia,  asiffiyxia,  syncope, 
coma,  stomatitis,  tonsillitis,  laryngitis,  dyspepsia,  vomiting,  diarrho?a, 
luemorrhage  (cerebral,  nasal,  alveolar,  pulmonary,  gastric).  A knoat  ledge 
of  antiseptics,  emetics,  astringents,  purgatives,  stimulants,  narcotics,  and 
sedatives,  including  their  general  uses  and  modes  of  prescription.  Anaes- 
thetics, general  and  local.
